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HYDROPHOBIA EPIDEMIC 



Exciting Race of Mr. Doughtie to 
Save His Life. 



Euka*»..a, Ala., Aug. 30.— The people in 
this neighborhood are in a statu of tremen- 
dous excitement over the wholesale spread of 
hydrophobia on the plantation Of Punch 
Doughtie. Dr. B. B. Johnson has just re- 
turned from Mr. Dougbtie's plantation, 
where he had been summon.*). He found 
thirty-two persons suffering with a disease 
which he at onee pronounced hydroph< >Wa in 
a mild form. Ail the sufferers were negroes. 
Three of them are desperately sick twie be- 
ing in the throes of delirium and so low that 
She doctor says he is liable to die at any mo- 
ment. 

More than three weeks ago a hog bit by a 

dog died on Mr. Doughtio's plantation and 
the carcass was given to the negroes to be 
converted into soap grease. Instead of uti- 
lizing it for this purpose, thirty-two negroes 
on the place and In the neighborhood ate the 
flesh of the hog. Mr. Doughtie says that on 
July »'> one of his dogs went mud and bit a 
mule and several hogs. On August IS the 
Brsi hug died, and was eaten by the negroes. 
Two more died on August 18, one on August 
23, and one on August 27, and all were eaten 
except the last, when the partakers of the 
poisoned meat became sick. The mule ex- 
hibited signs of madness on the nineteenth 
day after being bitten. Eleven days after

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The clog that bit the mule and hogs disap- 
peared, and the whole neighborhood is in ter- 
ror lest he went among cattle and hogs 
throughout the belt before dying. 

A dozen out of the thirty-two eaters of the 
affected hogs are seriously sick, and the de- 
velopments among the others are awaited 
with the greatest interest. 

Dr. Johnson, an able physician, says that it 
is a terrible case and that he fears the worst. 
He says that it would not surprise him if the 
greater number of the thirty-two persons 
»hould die. 

A few i lays ago Mr. Doughtie rode out, at 
the request of a field hand, to inspect the con- 
litiou of one of his mules, which was acting 
itruiigrly. On reaching the pasture where a 
Mm mules were the animal Mr. Doughtie 
was riding neighed, which attracted .the at- 
tention of the other animals and the sick one 
particularly, which immediately rushed on 
the mule and rider and seized the saddle of 
the animal with his teeth. Mr. Doughtie dis-

Cowboys Without Provocation Firing 
Into Their Camps 



And Shooting Them Off Their Ponies 
as They Pas* Through the Conn- 
try-The Indians Very In- 



Denver, Col., Aug. !».— The following 
from Rico, Colorado, gh es the latest informa- 
tion on the Indian trouble: 

When the cowboys returned from th"ir 
trip into Utah, following a band of Indians 
who had committed various depre.lati.ins, 
they announced that they would hereafter 
kill any Indian who appeared on their 
ranges. That this was not mere idle talk is 
shown by the work of last Monday after- 
noon in Lost Canyon, about two miles from 
the bridge on the Dolores and four or five 
miles from Big Reno. A band of fifteen In- 
dians went into camp near Toke Tremble's 
ranch, and were recognized by the cowboys 
as a portion of the band which had attacked 
their camp in South Mi mtezuma. Right cow- 
boys went to the Indian camp at d opened 
Are on them between 5 and 0 o'clock p. m., 
killing three Indians and two pu lies. Tho 
rest of the band escaped, and were afterward 
seen going across the country in tfie vicinity 
of Mane. >s Postofflco. 

Major Ward, Indian Inspector, arrived in 
Denver last night after an inspection of the 
agency where he was sent by order of Secre- 
tary Teller. Hesaystne situation is greatly 
exaggerated. He says the Utes on the reserv- 
ation are greatly excited, but he does not an- 
ticipate that there will be a general outbreak. 
The trouble is cause.! by roving bands, who 
are out depredating without the sanction of 
the chiefs. The Indians ttimk they are badly 
treated by the Government and wanted to 
know of the Inspector what the Big Chief at 
Washington was going to do for them. 

A few days ago a party of eleven Indians 
were going from the Uintah reservatio 
Utah to the southern Ute Agency in soutl 
Colorado. While passing (leaceably thro 
the cattle country they were fired upoi 
the cowboys, killing five of their ponies 
wounding one Ute. These Indians are \ 
indignant, and it is probable that when the 
news reaches tho Uintah Agency it will c 
new complication of the Indian question.

Captain Abbie and Captain 
Thompson, the contracting parties, were wel- 
comed by the Salvation Army with a vol- 
ley chorus of aniens. Major Moore prefaced 
the oaranmny by pledging the parties to lidel- 
ity to Uod and the Salvation Army. Ho then 
made way for Itev. Mr. Huut, Methodist, 
who performed the marriage ceremony. The 
bride and groom made brief addresses, pledg- 
ing fealty to the cause. Both were greeted
